This  Annual  Town  Report  Is  dedicated  to  Randall  Packard,  who  has  given 
over  28  years  of  services  to  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

As  a  firefighter  for  28  years,  the  last  23  of  them  as  Fire  Chief,  Randy 
Packard  stepped  down  as  Fire  Chief  as  of  June  30,  1995.  Randy  joined 
the  department  at  the  age  of  15,  and  six  years  later,  in  1972  became 
the  youngest  elected  fire  chief  in  the  state. 

During  the  23  years  as  chief,  Randy  worked  hard  to  increase  training 
of  all  firefighters.  All  firefighters  are  now  certified  as  First 
Responders  and  are  qualified  in  emergency  first  aid,  auto  extrications 
and  emergency  childbirth.  Other  improvements  accredited  to  Randy, 
include  updated  equipment,  and  renovations  to  the  station.  The  Chief 
now  has  an  office  and  a  photocopier.  Randy  has  remained  a  member  as 
a  firefighter. 

With  one  less  responsibility,  Randy  plans  to  spend  more  time  with  his 
wife,  Denise  and  their  three  children,  Corey,  Tessa  and  Jaclyn.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELBCTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Oakham. 

Fiscal  1995  was  a  relatively  quiet  year,  with  no  major  issues  for  the  Town  to 
address.  Routine  business  was  attended  to  every  other  Monday  by  the 
Selectboard;  including  authorizing  the  payment  of  bills,  issuing  licenses, 
various  hearings,  appointments  and  addressing  problems  and  concerns  brought  to 
our  attention. 

Significant  actions  initiated  by  the  Board  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1995  included, 
the  establishment  of  a  Library  Study  Committee  and  a  Municipal  Building 
Committee.  Outside  lighting,  and  minor  repairs  were  done  to  the  Town  Hall. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  on  November  14,  1994,  the  voters  approved  the 
purchase  of  a  new  police  cruiser.  The  Town  also  voted  to  accept  a  S3, 000. 
gift  from  the  Oakham  Fire  Department  Association  for  the  purchase  of  new 
equipment.  On  January  9,  1995  the  Town  voted  to  transfer  $6,709.  from  Free 
Cash  to  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  Teachers  Salary  Account. 

The  winter  of  94/95  left  us  with  no  deficit  spending,  which  eased  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Town.  Road  repairs  and  improvements  were  made  in 
the  usual  manner,  including  resurfacing  with  bituminous  concrete,  replacement 
of  sub-drains,  grindings  and  sand  sealing.  The  Highway  Department  personnel 
saw  a  change  with  the  departure  of  Bill  Payne  and  the  hiring  of  Peter  Paquin. 
Ve  would  like  to  say  thank  you  to  Bill  "Billy"  Payne  for  the  many  years  of 
service  to  the  Highway  Department. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Lucy  Tessnau  and  the  Council  on  Aging,  the  Town  now 
has  it  own  flag.  Currently,  one  is  hanging  on  the  walls  of  the  Great  Hall  of 
the  State  House  and  one  is  on  display  at  the  Town  Hall. 

Another  thank  you  is  extended  to  Mert  Jacobson,  for  his  efforts  to  have  our 
State  Representative,  Steven  Brewer,  hold  office  hours  at  the  Town  Hall. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Election,  the  voters  elected  Chari  van  Schoick  to  replace 
Bob  Leary,  who  after  nine  years  decided  not  to  rerun.  The  Board  wishes  to 
Thank  Bob  for  his  many  years  of  service  on  the  selectboard,  and  wish  him  well 
in  his  future  endeavors. 

The  Fire  Department  also  saw  a  personnel  change  this  year,  after  twenty  three 
years  of  services.  Chief  Randy  Packard,  retired  as  June  30,  1995.  Thank  you 
Randy,  for  your  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  Town.  We  welcome,  our 
new  Fire  Chief  Richard  Howe,  who  was  appointed  by  the  board  as  of  July  1, 

1995. 

We  once  again  mention,  our  appreciation  to  all  elected,  appointed  and 
committee  members  for  the  many  hours  of  long  and  hard  work  that  allows  our 
Town  governement  to  function  so  well.  Thank  you  for  a  job  well  done.

REFERENDUM  ON  AN  EXISTING  LAW 


Oo  you  approve  ol  a  law  summarized  below,  on  which  no 
vole  was  taken  by  the  Senate  or  the  House  ot  Represen¬ 
tatives  before  May  4. 1994? 

SUMMARY 

This  proposed  law  would  limit  the  way  in  which  business  and  certain  nonprofit 
corporations  could  contribute  to  and  spend  money  on  campaigns  involving  an 
initiative,  referendum  or  other  question  submitted  to  the  voters  at  a  state  or  local 
election.  The  proposed  law  would  require  ballot  committees  organized  to  support  or 
oppose  any  question  submitted  to  the  voters  to  disclose  promptly  certain  contribu¬ 
tions  made  late  in  the  campaign;  would  establish  procedures  that  business  and 
certain  nonprofit  corporations  would  have  to  follow  in  order  to  spend  money  on 
ballot  question  campaigns:  and  would  establish  voluntary  spending  limits  for  ballot 
committees. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  a  ballot  committee  to  report  to  the  state  Office 
of  Campaign  and  Political  Finance,  within  one  business  day  of  receipt,  the  name, 
address,  occupation  and  employer  of  any  person  or  organization  making  a  contri¬ 
bution  of  $1 .000  or  more,  if  the  contribution  was  made  before  the  date  of  the  election 
but  after  the  closing  date  of  the  last  official  campaign  contribution  report. 

Under  the  proposed  law.  business  and  certain  nonprofit  corporations  would  be 
prohibited  from  making  contributions  or  expenditures  to  support  or  oppose  a  ballot 
question,  but  would  be  permitted  to  create  and  solicit  contributions  to  a  separate  fund 
to  be  used  to  support  or  oppose  a  ballot  question.  A  separate  fund  would  be  required 
for  each  ballot  question  on  which  the  corporation  intended  to  solicit  contributions 
The  corporation  would  be  required  to  report  all  amounts  spent  to  establish  and 
administer  the  fund  to  the  Office  of  Campaign  and  Political  Finance,  and  to  a  city  or 
town  if  the  fund  were  established  to  influence  the  vote  on  a  local  bailot  question. 

Contributions  to  the  separate  fund  could  be  solicited  only  from  members  or 
stockholders,  officers  and  directors,  and  employees  at  a  policymaking,  managerial 
or  professional  level.  Coercion,  job  discrimination  and  financial  reprisals  as  meth¬ 
ods  of  soliciting  contributions  would  be  prohibited.  Nonprofit  corporations  that  are 
formed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  political  Ideas,  do  not  engage  in  business 
activities,  have  no  shareholders,  and  do  not  have  business  corporations  as  mem¬ 
bers  or  accept  more  than  one  percent  of  their  revenues  from  such  corporations  would 
be  exempt  from  these  provisions  A  business  organization  that  violated  these 
requirements  could  be  fined  up  to  $50,000.  and  any  director  or  agent  of  a  business 
organization  who  violates  or  authorizes  the  violation  of  these  requirements  could  be 
fined  up  to  $10,000  and/or  imprisoned  for  up  to  one  year. 

The  proposed  law  would  establish  voluntary  spending  limits  for  ballot  committees 
at  $1 ,000,000  In  the  year  of  an  election,  and  $250,000  In  the  years  immediately  before 
and  after  an  election.  Ballot  committees  agreeing  to  observe  these  voluntary  limits 
would  be  permitted  to  announce  their  compliance  on  advertisements  and  campaign 
materials.  8al!ot  committees  that  agreed  to  observe  the  spending  limits  and  later 
exceeded  the  limits  could  be  lined  up  to  $10,000 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  provisions  were  declared  invalid,  the 
other  provisions  would  remain  in  effect.

SUMMARY 

This  law  requires  drivers  and  passengers  In  certain  motor  vehicles  on  public  ways 
to  wear  properly  adjusted  and  fastened  safety  belts.  The  law  applies  to  persons  driving 
or  riding  in  private  passenger  motor  vehicles  or  riding  in  vanpool  vehicles  or  trucks 
under  18,000  pounds.  It  also  applies  to  employees  of  cities,  towns,  counties,  and  dis¬ 
tricts.  The  law  does  not  apply  to;  (1 )  children  under  twelve  years  old  who  are  required  by 
another  state  law  to  use  safety  beits  or  other  child  passenger  restraints;  (2)  vehicles 
manufactured  before  July  1,  1966;  (3)  persons  certified  by  a  physician  as  physically 
unable  to  use  safety  belts;  (4)  U.S.  Postal  Service  rural  carriers  white  performing  their 
duties;  (5)  persons  involved  in  operating  taxies.  liveries,  tractors,  trucks  of  1 8.000  pounds 
or  more,  buses;  or  (6)  passengers  in  authorized  emergency  vehicles. 

The  law  is  enforced  by  law  enforcement  agencies  only  when  a  driver  has  been 
stopped  for  a  motor  vehicle  violation  or  some  other  offense.  A  driver  and  each  passen¬ 
ger  16  years  old  or  older  may  be  fined  $25  for  not  using  a  safety  belt  when  required.  A 
driver  may  also  be  fined  $25  tor  each  passenger  between  12  and  1 6  years  old  who  is  not 
using  a  safety  belt  when  required.  A  person  'who  receives  a  citation  for  violating  the  law 
may  challenge  it  using  the  same  procedure  that  applies  to  most  other  automobile  law 
violations.  A  violation  is  not  considered  a  moving  violation  for  motor  vehicle  insurance 
surcharge  purposes 

The  law  directs  the  slate  Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  to  require  police  officers, 
when  reporting  automobile  accidents,  to  record  whether  safety  belts  were  used  The  law 
directs  the  Governor's  Highway  Safety  Bureau  to  (1)  conduct  a  public  information  and 
education  program  on  motor  vehicle  occupant  protection;  (2)  evaluate  and  report  to  the 
Legislature,  by  June  1, 1995,  on  the  effectiveness  of  and  degree  of  compliance  with  the 
law;  and  (3)  make  annual  surveys  of  safety  belt  use. 

The  law  requires  the  state  Commissioner  of  Insurance  to  evaluate,  report,  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  concerning  the  effectiveness  of  the  law  and 
the  frequency  of  bodily  injury  claims  during  the  law's  first  year  of  operation.  The  Com¬ 
missioner  must  also  require  at  least  a  5V.  reduction  in  bodily  injury  insurance  premi¬ 
ums  if  the  observed  safety  belt  use  rate  among  all  vehicle  occupants  is  50%  or  more 
after  the  law's  first  year  of  operation.  The  Commissioner  is  required  to  take  into  account 
the  annual  safety  belt  use  survey  results  in  future  decisions  setting  bodily  injury  premi¬ 
ums,  and  the  Commissioner  must  further  reduce  those  premiums  if  the  safety  belt  use 
rate  in  Massachusetts  exceeds  the  national  average. 

The  law  provides  that  failure  to  wear  a  properly  fastened  safety  bell  may  not  be 
considered  as  contributory  negligence  or  used  as  evidence  in  any  civil  lawsuit  It  also 
states  that  no  insurance  company  may  either  (1)  deny  coverage  to  a  person  who  tailed 
to  wear  a  safety  belt  during  an  accident  that  led  to  bodily  injury,  or  (2)  refuse  to  issue  a 
motor  vehicle  liability  policy  based  on  a  violation  of  this  law 


SUMMARY 

This  law  eliminates  one  of  the  two  ways  in  which  students  may  authorize  fees  to  be 
assessed  on  tuition  bills  at  state-operated  colleges  and  universities  to  support  nonpar¬ 
tisan  student  organizations  that  attempt  to  influence  state  legislation. 

The  law  applies  to  community  and  state  colleges  and  the  University  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.  The  law  takes  the  place  ol  previous  law  that  allowed  a  student  body,  by  a  majority 
vote  in  an  official  student  body  referendum,  to  authorize  a  'waivable  fee."  or  (at  state 
colleges  and  the  University)  an  "optional  let."  to  be  collected  for  such  nonpartisan  stu¬ 
dent  organizations  Under  this  taw,  the  boards  of  trustees  at  community  and  state  col¬ 
leges  and  the  University  are  prohibited  from  collecting  waivable  lees  and  may  only  col¬ 
lect  optional  lees  for  such  organizations. 

A  "waivable  lee"  is  collected  when  authorized  by  a  majority  ol  those  students  vot¬ 
ing  jn  an  official  student  body  referendum.  A  waivable  fee  is  an  amount  payable  on  a 
tuition  bill,  appearing  as  a  separately  assessed  item  and  accompanied  by  a  statement 
that  the  fee  is  not  a  charge  required  to  be  paid  by  the  student  but  rather  that  the  student 
may  deduct  the  charge  from  the  total  amount  due.  The  tuition  bill  also  explains  the 
nature  of  the  lee  and  states  that  the  fee  appears  on  the  bill  at  the  request  of  the  student 
body  and  does  not  necessarily  reflect  the  endorsement  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

An  "optional  fee"  is  collected  when  authorized  by  a  majority  of  those  students 
voting  in  an  official  student  body  referendum.  An  optional  fee  is  an  amount  payable  on 
a  tuition  bill,  appearing  as  a  separately  assessed  item  and  accompanied  by  a  statement 
that  the  fee  is  not  a  charge  required  to  be  paid  by  the  student  but  rather  that  the  student 
may  add  the  charge  to  the  total  amount  due.  The  tuition  bill  also  explains  the  nature  ol 
the  fee  and  states  that  the  fee  appears  on  the  bill  at  the  request  of  the  student  body  and 
does  not  necessarily  reflect  the  endorsement  of  the  board  of  trustees.

This  proposed  law  would  prevent  the  name  of  a  person  from  being  printed  on  a 
state  primary  or  general  election  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  one  of  a  number  of  specified 
state  and  federal  public  offices,  if  the  person  had  already  served  a  certain  number  of 
consecutive  terms  In  that  office  within  a  fixed  period  preceding  the  end  of  the  then- 
current  term  of  office.  If  such  a  person  were  still  elected  by  write-in  vote  to  one  of  the 
stale  offices  (except  the  office  of  Governor),  the  person  would  serve  without  a  salary, 
and  in  some  of  the  state  offices,  without  payment  for  certain  expenses 

Under  the  proposed  law,  the  name  of  a  person  could  not  be  printed  on  a  primary  or 
general  election  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor. 
Secretary  of  State,  State  Treasurer,  State  Auditor,  or  State  Attorney  General,  if  the  per¬ 
son  had  served  two  consecutive  terms  (eight  years)  in  that  office  in  the  eleven  years 
prior  to  the  end  of  the  then-current  term  of  office.  The  name  of  a  person  could  not  be 
printed  on  a  primary  or  general  election  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Governor's 
Councillor,  State  Representative,  State  Senator,  or  United  States  Representative  from 
Massachusetts,  if  the  person  had  served  four  consecutive  terms  (eight  years)  in  that 
office  in  the  nine  years  prior  to  the  end  of  the  then-current  term  of  office.  The  name  of  a 
person  could  not  be  printed  on  a  primary  or  general  election  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the 
office  of  United  States  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  if  the  person  had  served  two  con¬ 
secutive  terms  (twelve  years)  in  that  office  in  the  seventeen  years  prior  to  the  end  of  the 
then-current  term  of  office.  The  proposed  law  would  not  prevent  any  voter  from  casting 
a  write-in  vote  for  any  person  as  a  candidate  for  any  office 

If  a  person  made  ineligible  by  the  proposed  law  to  have  his  or  her  name  printed  on 
the  ballot  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  Of  Lieutenant  Governor.  Secretary  of  State,  State 
Treasurer,  State  Auditor.  State  Attorney  General.  Governor's  Councillor,  State  Represen¬ 
tative  or  State  Senator  were  still  elected  to  that  office  by  write-in  vote,  the  person  would 
serve  without  a  salary.  If  such  a  person  were  elected  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Gover¬ 
nor,  Governor's  Councillor,  State  Representative  or  State  Senator,  the  person  would  also 
serve  without  payment  for  certain  expenses. 

The  current  terms  of  the  persons  serving  as  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Governor's  Councillor,  State  Representative,  State  Senator,  United  States  Representa¬ 
tive  from  Massachusetts,  and  United  States  Senator  from  Massachusetts,  would  not  be 
counted  for  purposes  ol  the  proposed  law  The  terms  of  the  persons  elected  in  1990  to 
the  office  of  Secretary  of  State.  State  Treasurer,  State  Auditor,  or  State  Attorney  General 
would  be  counted. 

Any  person  who  served  more  than  half  of  a  term  in  an  office  would  be  treated  as 
having  served  a  full  term  in  that  office.  Any  person  who  resigned  from  an  office  would 
be  treated  as  having  served  a  full  term.

(3)  PROPOSED  PROPERTY  TAX  AND  WATER  RATE  CREDIT  WOULD. 

•  Create  a  property  tax  and  water  rate  credit  of  up  to  $200  for  eligible  homeowners 
and  renters  who  have  total  incomes  less  than  $30,000  lor  married  couples.  $25,000 
lor  head  ol  household  liters  and  $20,000  lor  single  filers.  The  amouni  ol  the  credit 
would  depend  on  the  amount  by  which  the  taxpayers'  real  estate  property  tax  and 
water  charges  exceeded  1 0%  ol  their  income.

(3)  establish  a  property  tax  and  water  rate  credit  of  up  to  $200  for 
taxpayers  below  certain  income  levels.  (4)  increase  the  maximum  income  levels  for  no¬ 
tax  status  and  the  limited  income  credit.  (5)  establish  a  'capital  formation  incentive"  to 
replace  the  existing  capital  gains  exclusion,  and  (6)  provide  that  taxpayers  will  not  pay 
more  Massachusetts  income  tax  for  1995  than  they  would  have  paid  under  1992  law,  if 
their  1995  adjusted  gross  income  is  below  certain  levels  (for  Instance.  $60,000  for 
single  filers  and  $100,000  for  married  couples  Tiling  jointly)

A  taxpayer  whose  total  taxable  income  exceeded  the  upper  limit  for  the  5.5%  or 
8.8%  income  bracket  would  still  be  taxed  at  the  lower  rate  for  income  within  that  bracket.

•  Allow  interesi  and  dividends  Irom  deposits  in  all  banks  and  institutions  to  qualify 
lor  the  $100  deduction  ($200  lor  married  couples)  currently  applicable  only  lo 
Massachusetts  bank  interest  and  dividends. 

•  Allow  the  $1000  net  capital  loss  deduction  to  be  taken  against  all  income,  not  just 
against  Part  A  income  as  current  law  provides

(4)  EflPPQSED  S2PQQ  INCREASE  IN JHE  EXISTING  INCQMEJHRESJflQLDS  FQP, 

NO-TAX  STATUS  WOULD: 

•  Exempt  taxpayers  at  or  below  the  following  levels  of  adjusted  gross  income  from 
paying  income  tax:  $14,000  for  married  couples  tiling  jointly.  $12,000  lor  head  of 
household  filers,  and  $10,000  for  single  filers.  These  levels  would  be  adjusted 
annually,  starting  in  1996,  to  account  lor  changes  in  the  cost  ol  living  The  new 
levels  also  would  apply  to  the  limited  income  credit  which  is  available  to  taxpayers 
with  adjusted  gross  income  up  to  175  percent  of  these  levels.

This  proposed  law  would  increase  the  portion  of  gasoline  tax  revenue  that  would 
be  credited  to  the  state  Highway  fund;  prohibit  the  transfer  of  money  from  the  Highway 
Fund  to  other  state  funds  for  other  purposes;  declare  that  citizens  have  a  right  to  a  sale 
and  efficient  public  highway,  road  and  bridge  system  and  require  the  state  to  develop  a 
comprehensive  seven-year  state  transportation  plan;  and  make  certain  other  chanoes  in 
state  finance  laws  relating  to  the  Highway  Fund. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  that  the  small  portion  of  state  gasoline  tax  rev¬ 
enues  that  is  deposited  in  funds  relating  to  the  use  ot  watercraft  be  deposited  instead  in 
the  Highway  Fund.  No  revenue  deposited  in  the  Highway  Fund  could  be  transferred  to 
jnyother  state  (und  tor  any  purpose  other  than  one  for  which  Ihe  Highway  Fund  may  be 

The  proposed  law  would  declare  that  the  citizens  of  Massachusetts  have  a  right  to 
a  safe  and  efficient  public  highway,  road  and  bridge  system,  constructed  and  main¬ 
tained  by  the  state  and  its  counties,  cities  and  towns.  The  state  Secretary  of  Transporta¬ 
tion  and  Construction  would  be  required  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  state  transporta¬ 
tion  plan  (or  the  period  July  1. 1995  through  June  30.  2002.  to  be  updated  every  three 
years.  The  plan  would  provide  tor  the  repair  or  reconstruction  ot  at  least  five  percent  ol 
public  highways  and  bridges  every  year,  and  it  would  establish  priorities  for  highway 
road  and  bridge  projects  based  on  condition  and  safety  factors.  The  plan  would  be 
designed  to  promote  economic  development  and  employment  by  meeting  the  various 
transportation  needs  of  residents  throughout  the  state.  The  plan  would  be  prepared 
after  a  public  hearing  and  after  consultation  with  the  state  Secretaries  of  Environmental 
Affairs  and  Economic  Affairs 

Under  the  proposed  law,  money  in  the  Highway  Fund  would  no  longer  be  consid¬ 
ered  in  determining  whether  the  state  government  has  sufficient  money  on  hand  to  set 
some  aside  for  use  in  future  fiscal  years  or  to  deposit  some  in  the  state  tax  reduction 
fund.  The  proposed  law  would  declare  that  no  more  than  15%  of  gasoline  tax  revenues 
could  be  used  for  mass  transportation  purposes,  but  it  would  not  prevent  the  state 
Legislature  from  appropriating  additional  gasoline  tax  revenues  for  such  purposes. 

The  proposed  law  states  that  if  any  of  its  provisions  were  declared  invalid  the 
other  provisions  would  remain  in  effect.

MediCompt,  Inc.,  the  billing  service  we  use  for  our  third-party  billing 
has  collected  $13642.27  from  the  various  insurance  companies  and 
patients  for  the  Town  of  Oakham.  These  moneys,  along  with  the  money 
received  from  the  Holden  Hospital  Resolution,  (1995  -  $5,181)  helped 
provide  Oakham  with  it's  own  ambulance  service. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health,  Office  of  Emergency 
Services,  inspects  and  certifies  ambulances.  Each  ambulance  is 
inspected  every  two  years.  Our  12  year  old  ambulance  is  due  for 
inspection  on  February  2,  1996.  At  that  time,  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  will  conduct  an  inspection  of  our  ambulance.  They  will  make  a 
decision  as  to  whether  or  not  our  ambulance  meets  thier  criteria.  If 
not,  they  will  require  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  one. 

The  Oakham  Ambulance  Service  is  always  looking  for  new  members.  We 
offer  reimbursement  of  E.M.T.  courses,  and  per -run  pay  for  technicians 
on  each  call.  Please  contact  me,  or  any  other  squad  member,  if  you  are 
interested  in  joining  the  squad.

Department.  Firefighter  1  &  2  are  comprehensive  courses  that 
are  being  offered  around  the  country  so  that  all  fire  departments 
will  react  the  same  under  given  circumstances.  We  completed 
Firefighter  1  last  year  and  have  started  Firefighter  2  this 
year.  The  course  is  again  being  taught  by  Joseph  Gervais  who 
is  a  certified  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy  Instructor.  Under 
the  instruction  of  Robert  Gaudette,  The  members  of  the  Department 
were  recertified  as  1st  Responders  which  is  required  under  state 
law. 


In  May  two  members  retired  from  their  officer  ranks.  Captain 
Dennis  Causalt,  who  has  been  on  the  Department  for  28  years, 
served  as  a  officer  for  19  years.  The  other  member  is  Randy 
Packard  serving  the  town  for  29  years,  23  of  those  years  he 
served  as  Fire  Chief.

DEPARTMENT  REPORT 
1995 


The  Oakham  Police  department  answered  total  of  651  calls  for 
service.  This  is  an  increase  of  13%  over  1994.  During  the  last 
two  years  we  have  had  an  overall  increase  of  almost  50%  in  calls 
for  service.  We  this  increase,  our  emergency  911  calls  have  gone 
up  also.  We  have  been  able  to  keep  our  average  response  time  on 
911  calls  to  about  six  minutes. 

This  past  fall  Officer  Mark  McEachern  left  our  department  to 
take  a  full  time  police  officer  position  in  the  Town  of  Boylston. 
Mark  is  the  forth  Oakham  officer  to  leave  in  five  years  for  a  full 
time  position.  We  all  wish  him  well  and  we  will  miss  him. 

While  the  increase  in  calls  for  service  was  up  13%  our  over 
all  arrest  were  up  20%  from  24  to  30  arrest  during  the  past  year. 
The  following  is  a  list  of  some  of  the  major  statistics  that  we  are 
required  to  keep  for  the  state  an  the  F.B.I.  and  report  under  the 
Uniform  Crime  Reporting  system  (U.C.R.).

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In  1995  the  Oakham  Police  Department  applied  for  and  received 
two  substantial  Grants  from  the  state.  The  first  was  a  Community 
Policing  Grant  that  helps  us  fund  programs  such  as  our  school 
safety  programs  and  Directed  Deterrent  Patrols  targeting  certain 
types  of  crime  by  using  high  visibility  as  a  deterrent. 

The  second  grant  was  for  our  own  D.A.R.E.  program.  This  has 
been  a  great  success  in  the  past  and  we  now  have  our  own  D.A.R.E. 
officer.  We  have  expanded  the  program  to  include  all  grades  at  the 
Center  School.  Sgt .  Halsdroff  has  visited  all  the  grades  and 
teaches  the  Core  program  to  the  sixth  grade.  Our  hope  is  to  expand 
the  program  again  and  fund  some  DARE  activities  during  the  summer. 

The  National  Safety  Council  awarded  the  Town  a  First  Place 
Traffic  Safety  award  again  this  year.  This  was  the  forth  year  out 
of  five  that  we  have  received  a  traffic  safety  award.  The  town 
competes  against  18  other  communities  of  similar  size  and  road 
miles . 

The  police  departments  traffic  enforcement  program  has  help  us 
receive  the  above  award.  By  slowing  the  traffic  down  we  reduce  he 
accident  rate.  During  the  year  the  department  issued  a  total  of 
301  moving  violation.  Some  of  the  violations  were  for  minor 
traffic  infractions  and  others  were  more  serious  such  as  O.U.I. 
alcohol,  driving  to  endanger,  passing  a  school  bus,  uninsured  motor 
vehicle  and  unlicensed  operation. 

Training  is  the  key  to  success  in  policing  in  the  1990s  into 
the  next  century.  Twenty  three  years  ago  I  never  thought  I  and 
members  of  any  police  department  we  be  investigating  such  crimes  as 
computer  crime  and  U.S.  Customs  violations.  Both  of  which  were 
worked  on  during  1995  by  this  department.  Officers,  including 
myself,  attend  mandatory  training  each  year  put  on  by  the  state. 
Most  of  us  take  advanced  courses  given  by  the  F.B.I.,  Mass.  State 
police,  Criminal  Justice  Training  Council  and  the  National  Safety 
Council . 

I  want  to  thank  the  residents,  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Finance  Committee  for  there  support  during  the  past  year.

This  has  been  a  fairly  busy  and  interesting  year  for  the 
Conservation  Commission. 

Several  logging  projects  had  been  filed  and  we  are  aware  that 
five  parcels  of  land  in  town  are  affected  by  the  newly  passed 
Cohen  Bill. 

We  have  participated  in  eleven  site  visits  and  seven  public 
hearings.  Four  orders  of  condition  have  been  issued  along 
with  two  determinations,  one  emergency  certificate  of 
condition,  two  extension  permits,  and  two  certificates  of 
compliance.  One  beaver  dam  removal  permit  granted  by  the 
Department  of  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  was  placed  on  file. 

We  have  been  working  on  a  most  interesting  case  for  the  past 
four  months.  Thanks  to  concerned  children  and  neighborhood 
residents,  the  Commission  was  notified  of  the  illegal 
alteration  of  a  resource  area  by  the  removal  of  a  beaver  dam 
and  draining  of  a  pond.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

The  past  year  was  an  exciting  one.  Many  changes  have  occurred  and  many 
others  are  in  the  process  of  occurring. 

To  date  more  usable  library  space  has  become  available  as  the  antique 
articles  formerly  displayed  and  stored  in  the  building  have  been  moved 
to  our  newly  acquired  Historical  Museum.  However,  as  our  book 
collection  continues  to  grow,  our  shelves  still  remain  crowded. 

The  committee  that  was  formed,  last  year,  to  look  into  repairing  the 
steps  and  making  the  building  accessible  to  the  handicapped,  has  been 
forced  to  expand  its  mission  because  state  requirements  necessitate  the 
up-grading  of  several  other  library  facilities.  But  with  the  help  of 
Architect,  Maximilian  L.  Ferro,  plans  to  meet  State  requirements  and 
also  to  expand  and  improve  library  services  can  become  a  reality. 

At  present,  we  have  a  computer  and  printer,  thanks  to  the  Central 
Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System,  but  as  yet  it  has  not  been 
connected  to  the  outside  world.  We  now  await  a  separate  phone  line  and 
the  decision  whether  or  not  to  invest  in  access  to  the  internet.  Here 
too,  money  becomes  an  issue,  but  we  must  give  the  children  who  live  in 
Oakham,  every  chance  to  succeed  that  we  cam.  It  has  become  a  'computer 
world'  and  we  must  not  short  change  our  children,  because  there  is  some 
information  out  there  that  we  do  not  want  our  youngsters  to  have.  What 
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we  do  need  to  do  is  stress  the  need  for  laws  that  will  stop  unfavorable 
material  from  being  available.

Trustees,  last  year.  And  to  her,  Lois  Linehan,  and  Patricia 
Szafarowicz,  I  extend  my  thanks  for  the  countless  number  of  hours  they 
spent  working  with  the  dedicated  members  of  the  "Step  Committee"  to 
form  a  long  range  plan  for  the  library,  seek  and  hire  an  architect  and 
otherwise  prepare  to  apply  for  a  grant  from  the  State  to  help  fund  our 
plans  for  remodeling  and  up-grading  library  facilities. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  many  friends  who  donate  books,  and  to  all  who 
donated  their  time  and  assistance  when  needed. 

The  library  continues  to  offer  a  good  selection  of  books,  conducts 
three  preschool  story  hours,  each  week  from  September  through  June,  has 
a  summer  reading  program  for  school  age  youngsters  and  a  community  tree 
lighting  ceremony  at  Christmas  that  continues  to  be  the  highlight  of 
the  year.  If  the  plans  that  are  being  processed  at  this  time,  become  a 
reality,  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  offer  a  greater  variety  of 
community  programs  for  your  education  and  enjoyment.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

As  continued  talks  progressed  between  the  Trustees  and  the  Town  members 
of  the  Library  Building  Committee,  it  became  more  apparent  because  of 
the  American  Disability  Acts  that  any  repairs  of  stairs  or  walkways 
would  have  to  follow  State  Guidelines.  These  "handicap  laws"  applying 
to  public  buildings  and  the  Central  Mass.  Library  Assoc,  both  required 
steps  needed  to  be  followed.  In  order  to  apply  to  the  MBLC  for  grants 
to  help  cover  the  costs,  the  Trustees  had  to  write  a  5-year  plan  as 
required  by  the  Library  Board  of  Commissioners,  and  file  applications 
in  several  of  the  construction  and  renovation  grant  rounds.  Our  newest 
trustee,  Dawn  Thistle,  is  very  knowledgeable  in  these  areas  and  we  owe 
her  a  special  thanks.  Legal  notices  were  than  published  and  six 
interested  architectural  parties  experienced  in  library  renovations  and 
working  with  the  CMLA  were  interviewed  by  us  and  Michael  Brunnelle,  a 
member  of  the  aforementioned  committee,  throughout  a  Saturday  in  July. 
All  were  impressed  with  our  "unique"  and  well-preserved  library,  and 
were  determined  to  keep  its  originality  intact.  As  an  elevator  was 
determined  by  all  involved  as  the  way  to  meet  the  requirements  and 
aesthetics,  it  was  important  that  this  and  all  the  other  modern 
technological  updating  be  done  inside  to  keep  the  outside  as  close  as 
possible  to  its  original  appearance.  The  architectural  firms  were 
impressed  by  our  preparedness  and  questions  asked,  and  they  came 
through  with  well-prepared  and  documented  presentations. 

Maximilian  Ferro  of  Preservation  Partnership,  New  Bedford ,  was  chosen 
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by  a  point  system  we  had  set  as  the  best  match  for  our  budget,  needs, 
and  wants.  Further  meetings  with  the  Townspeople,  which  he  encourages, 
and  viewing  of  the  initial  floor  plans  will  be  forthcoming  as  we  are 
still  in  the  initial  stages  of  grant  application.  The  letter  of  intent 
was  submitted  by  the  December  15th  deadline,  so  we  are  hoping  this  is 
only  the  beginning  of  achieving  our  dream! 

The  Historical  Society  was  also  busy  during  the  summer  months 
cataloguing  and  moving  the  antiques  to  their  new  "home"  on  Old  Turnpike 
Road.  They  will  be  missed,  but  have  already  given  us  room  for 
expansion.  Here  is  now  a  computer,  printer,  and  CD  ROM  given  to  us  by 
the  CMLA  which  will  provide  quicker  and  easier  access  to  All  regional 
library  holdings  through  a  program  called  "CW  MARS.”  Maude  and  Lois 
Linehan  are  currently  in  training  at  Anna  Maria  College;  and  possible 
in  the  future  another  computer  will  be  proved  by  the  CMLA  for  public 
use.  The  FAX  and  copy  machine  are  still  available  fro  public  use. 

Besides  its  regular  openings  of  TUES  AND  THRUS  days  and  THURS. 
evenings,  we  were  thankful  to  have  a  volunteer,  former  trustee  Ken 
Johnson,  to  man  the  library  on  TUES  evenings.  Maude  also  ran  her  well 
attended  STORY  HOURS  for  the  3  different  young  age  groups;  and  the 
SUMMER  READING  PROGRAM  for  older  elementary  aged  children  had  a  good 
enrollment  of  about  28.  Circulation  of  books,  magazines,  and  videos 
continues  to  increase. 

The  FRIENDS  OF  THE  LIBRARY  have  again  come  to  our  aid  by  providing  the 
funds  to  furnish  the  computer /study  room,  the  former  site  of  Historical 
Society  holdings.  The  few  current  members  have  always  been  generous 
with  their  support;  and  with  our  hopes  for  the  future  progress  of 
updating  our  facilities  and  holdings,  a  leaflet  designed  by  Dawn 
Thistle  has  been  printed  to  recruit  new  members  to  provide  further 
levels  of  support.  These  will  be  available  throughout  various  town 
locations,  and  already  new  members  have  come  forth  for  the  first  time 
in  years! 

The  year  again  came  to  a  close  with  the  annual  CHRISTMAS  TEA,  which  has 
been  sponsored  in  conjunction  with  the  PARKS  AND  REC.  HOUSE  DECORATING 
CONTEST.  About  80  adults  and  children,  including  the  BROWNIES  and  GIRL 
SCOUTS,  were  in  attendance.  Besides  the  refreshments  and  TREE  LIGHTING 
(thanks  to  the  OAKHAM  FIRE  DEPT . )  The  LIBRARY  FRIENDS  provided  the 
funds  for  a  enthralling  Magic  Show  by  FRAN  FLYNN  of  Worcester. 

Again,  it  has  been  a  busy  year  for  all  and  it  looks  to  continue  as  we 
are  dealing  with  the  renovation  process.  We  would  especially  like  to 
thank  Maude  Stone  whose  time  and  effort  make  our  library  function 
professionally;  and  her  assistant  Stella  Anderson.  Their  husbands, 
Fred  and  Pete,  who  also  lend  a  helping  hand  with  maintenance  when 
needed.  It  is  through  their  dedication  that  the  library  has  been  able 
to  run  so  well  on  so  small  a  budget,  as  a  focal  point  in  many 
townspeople's  lives.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOBES  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
STUDY  COMMITTEE 


Last  year,  a  committee  was  formed  at  the  request  of  the  trustees  and 
librarian  to  look  into  repairing  the  steps  and  cement  work  at  the 
library.  The  committee  formed  included  Michael  Brunelle,  Ralph  Dwelly 
and  Kenneth  Johnson. 

At  the  first  committee  meeting,  members  inspected  the  front  steps  and 
walk  and  agreed  that  the  deterioration  of  the  steps  and  walks  and 
agreed  that  the  deterioration  of  the  steps  and  walks  needed  to  be 
addressed.  Several  other  problems  were  discovered  in  the  course  of  our 
inspection.  The  mortar  is  falling  out  around  the  keystone  in  the 
archway,  and  there  is  settlement  in  the  entryway  brickwork  and  main 
lobby  floor.  It  was  agreed  to  get  estimates  and  look  into  grants. 

Senator  Wetmore's  office  was  contacted  for  information  concerning 
grants  that  might  be  available.  A  referral  was  made  to  the  Mass.  Board 
of  Library  Commissioners  who  urged  the  committee  to  try  for  a  Library 
Improvement  and  Construction  Grant.  Jan  Charbonneau,  Central  Mass. 
Regional  Library  Consultant,  was  then  contacted  to  meet  with  the 
committee.  Ms.  Charbonneau  advised  putting  a  Missions  Statement  in 
writing,  which  would  include  listing  the  immediate  needs  of  the 
library,  i.e.  replacement  of  the  steps  and  walkway,  to  include  handicap 
accessibility  as  well  as  a  five  year  plan  to  include  all  hopes  for  the 
future  of  the  library,  to  apply  for  the  Library  Improvement  and 
Construction  Grant. 

A  quote  was  received  from  a  mason  contractor  of  $20,000.,  which 
included  replacement  of  the  front  steps  and  walkway,  repair  of  the 
sidewalks  along  the  street,  including  demolition  and  removal  and  repair 
of  the  exterior  lights.  The  $20,000.  quote  did  not  include  placing 
granite  curbing  along  the  street  to  protect  the  sidewalk  from 
deterioration.  The  estimate  for  this  work  was  between  $3,000.  and 
$4,000.  and  was  recommended.  There  was  a  discussion  concerning  a 
handicap  ramp  in  conjunction  with  the  replacement  of  the  steps  and 
walk.  This  handicap  access  is  mandated,  as  of  January  27,  1995,  that 
any  and  all  public  buildings  being  remodeled  shall  be  made  accessible 
to  the  disabled.  If  any  disabled  individual  issued  a  formal  complaint 
about  inaccessibility  to  a  public  building,  the  Town  has  only  30  days 
to  begin  to  bring  it  to  accessibility.  The  first  option  was  a  wood 
ramp  to  the  library,  the  ramp  would  have  to  be  56  feet  long  with  one 
platform.  This  ramp  would  have  to  have  36  inches  of  clearance  between 
rails.  A  discussion  followed  and  because  of  the  limited  space  between 
the  library  and  the  sidewalk  it  was  agreed  to  check  into  other 
possibilities. 

The  next  possibility  was  an  exterior  stair  lift  to  be  incorporated 
with  the  new  steps.  The  committee  received  a  quote  of  $31,200.  for  the 
installation  of  an  indoor  model  and  did  not  include  the  electrical 
upgrade  that  would  be  necessary.  The  library  electrical  system  is 
inadequate  to  power  this  system  at  present.  There  would  also  be  an 
additional  fee  for  a  weatherized  model  that  the  library  would  need. 
This  discussion  was  tabled  until  we  received  quotes  on  the  cost  of  an 
elevator,  which  was  our  third  possibility. 
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A  quote  of  $33,000  for  a  dual-purpose  elevator  was  received.  It  meets 
the  regulations  for  the  Americans  with  Disability  Act  and  could  also  be 
used  by  the  general  public.  The  quote  included  the  cost  of  the  unit, 
but  no  the  construction  and  modifications  of  the  building  to 
incorporate  it.  The  committee  felt  that  due  to  the  cost  of  installing 
handicap  access,  it  would  be  in  our  best  interest  to  install  an 
elevator  which  could  be  used  by  everyone  and  would  open  the  downstairs 
to  expansion  of  the  library.  It  also  became  increasingly  clear  that  an 
architect's  services  would  be  required  to  engineer  the  project,  to 
comply  with  the  public  building  code  and  to  estimate  the  cost  of  the 
project. 

As  we  stand  right  now,  the  library  grant  application  will  be  due  in 
January  of  1996.  Patience  Jackson,  Library  Commissioner,  met  with 
Library  Trustee,  Lois  Linehan  and  Michael  Brunelle,  in  early  May  to 
discuss  the  needs  of  the  library.  She  concurred  with  our  assessment 
and  recommended  going  ahead  with  the  grant  application.  The 
architectural  plans  and  engineering  evaluation  of  the  library  would  be 
required  with  the  application  in  January.  The  grant  split  is  50/50. 

The  Library  Study  Committee  and  the  Library  Trustees  requested  $10,000. 
be  appropriated  for  architectural  services,  so  that  a  formal  cost 
estimate  and  plan  outline  of  all  options  can  be  presented  to  the  Town. 
The  Town  voted,  with  no  questions  or  dissent,  to  fund  the  $10,000.  for 
architectural  services. 

Since  the  reading  of  this  report,  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  State 
has  changed  the  library  grant  applications  due  date  to  April  10,  1996.

REPORT  THE  OAKHAM  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


The  Quabbin  Regional  School  Committee  faced  some  interesting  challenges 
during  this  year.  Some  decisions  were  easy  to  reach  while  others  were 
more  difficult. 

A  major  focus  of  the  School  Committee  centered  on  the  two  major 
building  projects  proposed  for  the  High  School/Middle  School  and  the 
New  Braintree  Elementary  School.  The  Building  Committees  for  both 
projects  worked  diligently  through  early  1994  to  finalize  architectural 
and  financial  plans.  The  town  of  New  Braintree  enthusiastically 
supported  the  proposal  for  a  new  school  and  the  New  Braintree  School 
project  groundbreaking  was  held  April  2,  1995,  with  construction 
beginning  immediately. 

The  second  building  project  in  the  district  involved  an  addition  of  a 
Middle  School  wing  to  the  existing  High  School /Middle  School.  With  the 
projected  number  of  seventh  grade  students  entering  in  September  1995 
higher  than  the  number  of  graduating  seniors  and  subsequent  grades  now 
in  elementary  school  with  greater  than  expected  enrollment,  the  present 
High  School /Middle  School  Building  was  found  to  be  inadequate  to  house 
that  number  of  students.  After  consideration  of  alternatives,  the 
decision  was  made  to  build  at  the  present  site.  The  contract  was 
awarded  to  Eastern  Contractors,  and  groundbreaking  ceremonies  were  held 
on  May  5,  1995.  Preparations  for  construction  began  immediately,  with 
the  placement  of  safety  fencing,  relocation  of  a  gas  tank,  development 
of  an  alternate  parking  .lot  and  ground  preparation  of  the  site.  By  the 
end  of  the  school  year,  the  project  was  well  underway  and  ahead  of 
schedule. 

The  School  Committee,  through  the  Audit  Committee,  initiated  the 
Curriculum  Audit  in  1995.  The  Audit  Committee  consisted  of  teachers, 
administrators,  and  community  members.  Planned  in  phases,  the  audit 
consisted  of  separate  surveys  with  questions  pertaining  to 
appropriateness  and  effectiveness  of  the  curriculum.  These  surveys 
were  completed  by  teachers  and  parents.  Final  results  of  the  audit  are 
pending . 

Planning  for  the  1995  school  year  included  creative  ways  to  house  the 
large  group  of  students  expected.  Several  plans  were  considered,  with 
the  final  decision  being  the  implementation  of  double  sessions.  The 
1994  overlapping  modified  double  sessions  were  considered  not  to  be 
practical  as  the  construction  schedule  would  interfere  with 
availability  of  needed  space  for  the  overlapping  periods. 

In  September  1994,  the  School  Committee  reaffirmed  its  commitment  to 
the  graduation  requirement  policy  as  written.  The  policy  was 
challenged  and  waived  in  June  1994,  but  after  much  discussion  and 
consideration  of  the  School  District  Values  and  Missions,  the  gradation 
requirement  policy  was  reaffirmed.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 
1994-1995 

The  1 994-95  school  year  was  both  busy  and  exciting.  It  was  the  time  when 
both  the  New  Braintree  Elementary  and  Quabbin  Regional  Middle/High 
School  building  projects  received  final  local  and  state  funding  approval. 
In  addition,  it  was  a  time  when  the  thaw  of  the  Spring  of  1995  saw  ground 
"broken"  for  both  school  projects.  While  much  time  and  effort  by  both 
school  and  municipal  officials  had  been  devoted  to  the  realization  of  these 
projects,  not  much  in  recent  memory  was  as  exciting  as  beginning  the 
construction  of  these  new  school  buildings.  These  construction  projects 
will  produce  the  facilities  where  our  students  will  work  and  learn  during  the 
next  century. 

Also  significant  was  the  Quabbin  Regional  School  District  Committee’s 
decision  to  address  student  overcrowding  at  the  middle  and  high  schools 
by  reorganizing  the  attendance  pattern.  In  short,  the  Committee  voted  to 
place  the  high  school  and  middle  school  on  completely  separate  school 
sessions,  i.e.,  double  sessions:  high  school  students  attending  morning 
sessions  and  middle  school  students  attending  afternoon  sessions. 
Fortunately,  the  significant  overcrowding  that  forced  such  a  scheduling 
decision  will  be  completely  addressed  by  the  high  school/middle  school 
addition/renovation  project  scheduled  for  completion  in  September  of 
1997. 

Educational  reform  at  the  state  level  encouraged  the  District  to  schedule 
longer  school  days  that  included  more  time  for  direct  student  instruction. 
In  addition,  in  February,  1 995,  students  in  the  District  welcomed  a  Russian 
author,  Vladimir  Vagin,  to  their  schools.  Vladimir  Vagin  spent  several 
days  in  the  District  schools  discussing  both  his  literary  "works"  and 
Russian  culture.  This  experience  was  truly  incredible  and  provided 
students  with  a  special  view  of  a  world  that  seems  to  grow  smaller  each 
day. 
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The  athletic  programs  within  the  district  involved  many  hundreds  of  young 
people.  The  crowds  on  the  athletic  fields  across  the  District  symbolize  the 
importance  of  sports  to  our  young  people  and  the  citizens  of  the  Quabbin 
communities.  The  cooperation  between  school  and  community  in  this 
endeavor  has  never  been  stronger,  nor  more  effective.  As  in  any  successful 
project,  our  young  people  need  to  be  the  beneficiaries  of  the  skills,  talents 
and  energies  of  both  school  and  community  members. 

The  times  are  sometimes  difficult,  the  stress  on  each  family’s  economy  is 
great.  Yet,  still  our  children  and  our  school  have  been  well  supported  by 
the  Quabbin  communities.  The  increase  in  student  population  has 
challenged  us,  but  we  still  have  managed  to  vote  for  the  funds  that  will  be 
invested  in  our  only  certain  national  resource  .  .  .  our  children. 

The  District  instituted  a  new  world  languages  program:  Chinese.  The  need 
to  address  parts  of  the  world  so  long  ignored  is  critical.  Our  children  will 
be  part  of  a  world  greatly  influenced  by  Asia.  To  ignore  that  rather 
obvious  fact  would  place  our  children  at  a  disadvantage  as  they  live  and 
work  in  the  next  century.  The  introduction  of  a  fourth  world  language 
(Latin,  French,  Spanish  and  Chinese)  in  the  high  school  curriculum 
enhances  the  instructional  opportunities  for  all  students  and  enables  both 
staff  and  students  to  expand  their  view  of  the  world. 

The  District  continues  to  make  efforts  to  improve  the  technology  program 
in  the  schools.  Certainly,  limited  funding  for  capital  in  school  budgets  has 
seriously  weakened  our  technology  programs  at  all  grade  levels.  The  need 
to  increase  funding  to  insure  the  acquisition  of  state-of-the-art  hardware 
is  at  a  critical  juncture  and  must  be  addressed  in  all  subsequent  budgets. 

There  are  alarming  challenges  that  confront  us  as  educators  and 
community  members.  But  our  struggle  to  educate  well  ail  children  against 
the  odds  of  indifference  and  fiscal  constraints  is  too  great  a  job  for  the 
schools  to  do  alone.  We  must  broaden  our  ranks  and  challenge  every  part 
of  our  community  to  become  more  involved  in  the  effort  to  redefine  and 
reshape  our  communities’  educational  goals  and  priorities.  We  must 
continue  to  invest  in  our  youth.  The  future  of  any  community  is  dependent 
upon  its  collective  mil  and  wisdom  and  will  be  irreparably  damaged  if  its 
children  (our  future)  are  not  educated  to  the  fullest  extent  of  their  talents 
and  abilities  at  all  grade  levels. 

Together,  we  must  seize  the  opportunity  to  improve  our  educational 
future. 
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QUABBIN  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 
ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
1994-1995  SCHOOL  YEAR 

September  of  1994  found  Quabbin  Regional  High  School  about  to  open 
with  an  acting  principal  appointed  for  a  one  year  transition  period,  four 
retiring  faculty  members,  six  new  faculty  members,  a  new  bell  schedule,  an 
addition/renovation  project  in  the  works  and  forty-six  fewer  course 
offerings  than  the  year  before.  We  were  about  to  begin  an  interesting  year. 

Among  the  notable  happenings  of  the  year  were: 

•  Richard  Newell  (Industrial  Arts),  Michael  Dymon  (Physical  Education), 
William  Gauld  (Science),  and  Glenn  Stratton  (Social  Studies),  all  retired 
from  Quabbin.  Combined,  these  educators  had  over  110  years  of 
experience  working  with  high  school  students.  It  was  a  certainty  that  staff 
and  students  would  miss  their  expertise. 

•  New  to  the  Quabbin  faculty  this  year  were  Arthur  Sheldon  and  Lynn 
Berube  (Physical  Education),  Gregory  Devine  (Social  Studies),  Gwynne 
Millar  (Science),  Maureen  Widing  (Nurse),  and  Julie  Freebern  (Music). 

•  The  prospect  of  beginning  the  school  addition/renovation  project  kept  all 
of  us  wondering  when  the  excitement  and  confusion  would  start.  Finally, 
on  April  10th  we  arrived  at  school  to  find  an  excavator  about  to  roar  into 
life  and  begin  the  long  awaited  project.  The  formal  ground  breaking 
ceremony  took  place  on  May  5, 1995,  and  marked  the  "official"  start  of  the 
project. 

•  The  school  bell  schedule  was  changed  to  provide  an  increase  of  minutes 
per  period,  from  39  to  42  minutes. 

•  Once  again,  English  teacher  James  Beschta  provided  the  organization  for 
the  Annual  Poetry  Conference  for  High  School  Students.  The  conference 
was  held  on  April  28th  at  Coldbrook  Country  Club.  The  conference 
included  students  from  across  the  state. 
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•  Ten  of  our  art  students  received  honors  in  the  45th  Boston  Globe 
Scholastic  Art  Awards  competition  as  the  Art  Department  continued  to 
work  with  our  students  in  the  pursuit  of  excellence. 

Among  the  "firsts"  for  the  1994/95  school  year  were: 

•  A  pilot  program  in  the  area  of  Social  Studies,  combining  World 
Geography  and  World  Culture.  This  program  was  developed  by  Mr. 
Sumner  Webster,  Social  Studies  teacher. 

•  An  all  school  activity  period  was  designed  by  Joseph  Maga,  Associate 
Principal.  This  period  allowed  meeting  time  for  students  involved  in 
various  activities  on  a  regular  basis,  and  without  "pullout  time"  from 
academic  studies. 

•  An  all-school  health  fair  was  held  on  April  28th.  The  health  fair  was 
provided  by  the  Quabbin  SADD  Chapter  and  students  of  the  University 
of  Massachusetts,  Amherst  Nursing  Program. 

•  The  Quabbin  Singers  earned  a  gold  medal  rating  at  the  state  choral 
competition. 

•  Under  the  leadership  of  science  teacher  Gwynne  Millar  and  senior  class 
president  Thomas  Shamgochian,  Quabbin  opened  a  Junior  Achievement 
company,  "Panther  Products."  In  the  first  year  of  existence,  the  company 
realized  a  profit  and  was  named  "Company  of  the  Year"  by  the  Junior 
Achievement  Organization. 

•  The  "Performathon"  sponsored  by  ProMusica  was  held  on  February  5th. 
Over  twenty  acts  participated  in  this  exciting  event. 

•  Quabbin  served  as  the  host  school  for  the  Central  District  Sectional 
Wrestling  Tournament  involving  the  ten  best  wrestling  schools  of  Central 
Massachusetts. 

•  Organized  by  social  studies  teacher  Greg  Devine,  the  "Quabbin  Fish  and

Game  Club"  was  started  Focus  of  the  club  is  upon  conservation,  hunter’s 
code  of  ethics,  safety,  and  good  sportsmanship. 

As  always,  the  primary  focus  of  Quabbin  Regional  was  upon  helping 
students  strive  for  excellence.  The  1994-95  event- Filled  school  year 
culminated  in  the  graduation  of  1 10  young  men  and  women.  The  class 
profile  for  the  Class  of  1995  reveals  that  75%  will  go  on  to  further  their 
education,  6%  will  enter  the  military,  4%  (foreign  exchange  students)  will 
return  home,  and  15%  will  enter  the  work  force.  As  a  school,  we  are 
confident  that  Quabbin  Regional  has  provided  them  with  the  opportunity 
to  prepare  for  the  future  ahead. 

With  this  report,  I  end  my  brief  tenure  as  Principal  at  Quabbin  Regional 
High  School.  I  hope  that  during  the  past  twelve  months  I  have 
accomplished  the  goal  of  providing  a  smooth  transition  period  for  staff  and 
students.  I  have  enjoyed  and  benefitted  from  my  experience  at  Quabbin 
Regional.  As  I  return  to  the  Oakham  Center  School,  I  leave  with  the  hope 
that  I  have,  in  some  way,  been  able  to  give  back  a  portion  of  the  positive 
experience  that  the  school,  staff  and  students  have  given  me.

vision  which  effectively  address  such  key  issues  as 
instructional  grouping  practices,  reduction,  elimination  of 
retention  in  grade  and  interdisciplinary  vs  departmentalized 
curriculum  This  year's  efforts  toward  institutionalizing  a 
process  for  identifying  and  remediating  at-risk  students  and 
continued  development  of  additional  interdisciplinary  projects 
suggest  a  program  committed  to  the  concept  that  "all  students 
can  learn."

Through  the  continued  efforts 
of  the  staff  and  the  District  the  Middle  School  is  already 
striving  toward  a  core  value  in  the  Districts  vision,  goals  and 
values:  becoming  a  " community  of  learners."

End  of  Year  Principal's  Report  1995 


There  were  288  students  enrolled  in  the  Oakham  Center 
School  including  students  from  the  Pre  School  CDC  program 
through  Grade  6.  Along  with  several  new  students,  there  were 
some  new  staff  members  added  this  year.  Mrs.  Pat  Szafarowitz 
joined  the  teaching  staff  in  Grade  6,  Miss  Kristen  Bergman  filled 
in  a  maternity  leave  for  Kathy  Esty  in  the  Transitional  K  program, 
Phyllis  Havolotti  was  the  Instructional  Aide  in  the  Transitional 
program,  Tedd  Brown  was  the  principal  in  Oakham  and  New  Braintree, 
sharing  some  of  the  principal  duties  with  fifth  grade  teacher 
Helen  Poirier,  Carla  Corcoran  filled  in  a  maternity  leave  in  the 
school  office  for  Denise  Fiske,  Crystal  Lucchesi  was  the  Science 
Connection  Coordinator,  Karen  Miller  joined  the  staff  as  an 
Instructional  Aide  in  GRade  1,  and  Phys.  Ed.  teacher  Art  Sheldon 
from  the  High  School  taught  a  morning  of  P.  Ed.  to  our  CDC  and 
Transitional  K  classes.  Despite  the  complexities  of  operating  with 
a  change  in  building  administration  and  routines,  the  staff  did  a 
commendable  job  making  a  very  difficult  situation  run  successfully. 

A  serious  furnace  problem  closed  school  for  one  day  and 
continued  to  plague  the  school  community  with  successive  break¬ 
downs  and  chilling  days  of  costly  repairs. 

Finding  that  their  consummable  reading  materials  are  so 
dated  that  the  company  has  stopped  printing  them,  the  staff  has 
begun  the  serious  task  of  reviewing  sample  materials  with  the 
intent  of  adopting  some  new  materials  in  the  immediate  future. 

Visitors  to  the  school  included  many  community  members 
for  Community  Reading  Day,  and  Grade  3  hosted  a  Sturbridge  Village 
"character"  who  recreated  some  early  American  history  lore  for  the 
students;  we  had  a  duo  of  Early  American  folk-singers  performing; 
and  countless  parents  and  friends  contributing  their  time  and 
efforts  on  a  very  regular  basis  in  the  classrooms  and  throughout 
the  building. 

After  hours  the  building  was  kept  equally  busy,  with 
community  groups  using  the  gym  and  cafeteria  space  for  athletic 
clubs  and  other  activities.  Some  of  the  fee  paying  groups  helped 
enable  the  classes  to  participate  in  some  first  time  field  trips. 

A  large  group  of  third  and  fourth  grade  students  joined  some  New 
Braintree  students  for  a  field  trip  to  the  Wang  Center  in  Boston 
to  see  the  Alvin  Ailley  Dance  Theatre  of  Harlem  perform.  The  primary 
classes  were  able  to  attend  the  Southwick  Zoo  in  Mendon  for  a  fun 
and  informative  day  of  animal  observation. 

Despite  some  of  the  complexities  presented  to  the  Oakham 
Center  School  during  the  past  academic  year,  the  staff  and 
community  rallied  together  with  a  spirit  of  cooperation  to  make 
the  best  of  a  challenging  situation.  The  School  Council  has  had 
a  very  productive  year,  learning  about  the  budget  process,  and  has 
become  a  strong  supporter  of  the  need  for  some  specific  budget 
increases.  They  have  decided  to  begin  the  school  year  95/96 
focusing  on  the  development  of  a  School  Improvement  Plan  and 
drafting  some  long  range  Building  Maintenance  goals.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Board  of  Assessors  welcome  it's  newest  member,  Tabitha  Tashjian, 
who  was  appointed  after  the  untimely  dealth  of  Robert  Tyck.  Ms. 
Tashjian  has  successfully  completed  the  Department  of  Revenue  minimum 
required  course  101  at  U  Mass  in  August  1995  and  has  spent  many  hours 
working  in  the  office  to  learn  the  job.  Herman  Spinney  also  attended 
class  at  U  Mass  in  August  and  successfully  completed  the  second  course, 
#200. 

This  past  summer,  The  Board  of  Assessors  worked  on  the  tri-annual 
recertifications  for  the  Department  of  Revenue  which  consisted  of 
exterior  inspections  of  every  property  in  the  Town,  spreadsheets  and 
analysis  of  all  sales  and  assessments  for  the  previous  three  years. 
This  cost  the  Town  approximately  $1,000.  to  hire  a  consulatant  for 
residential  property  and  the  two  campgrounds.  Several  towns  in  the 
area  chose  to  hire  outside  consultants  to  do  everything  except  data 
entry,  and  the  estimates  that  came  in  for  towns  very  similar  in  size 
and  population  ot  Oakham  were  in  the  vicinity  of  $14,000  to  $25,000. 
The  Board  decided  that  it  would  do  the  revaluation  on  it's  own  to  save 
the  Town  money,  even  if  it  meant  that  the  tax  bills  wouldn't  be  out  by 
October  1,  1995.
